That happens after 10 years, in Marx’s short wave, but he is always in 
crisis. 


We call this Communism - a poet in love and crisis, the meaning of Marx’s use-value 
and exchange-value - Indian Communism also has mass line and politics - that is 
just the militant meaning of what we are holding the line for.
